A Statement by E. C. Houcuton, President, Key System Transit Lines 


THE TRANSBAY PROBLEM 


The Public Utilities Commission is asked to permit 
discontinuance of all forms of commutation books. 


The transbay service has consistently presented an 
operational problem because of the shz arp morning 
and evening peaks. This means that a large quantity 
of equipment must be provided, equipment which is 
idle during the middle of the day. Also, power rates 
are fixed on the basis of our demand for the peak 
periods. As an example of the heavy equipment load 
required to meet these transbay peak demands 172 
motor coaches are required to maintain seryice for the 
Tush hours while only 26 are required during the day. 


Under the commutation system now existing pas- 
sengers receive reduced rates at times of day when the 
cost of providing the transportation are greatest. 
Obviously, this condition is not equitable. 


It is further proposed that after the Utilities Com- 
mission has had an opportunity to make a full study 
of our fare structure, to add to the transbay fares an 
amount equal to the bridge toll collected by the state, 
an amount which the company can no longer afford 
to absorb. We must now pay to the State of Califor- 
nia an average of 2 cents for each passenger carried 
over the bay bridge. This amounts to about $360,000 
per year. 


COST OF INGREDIENTS 


Like every other commodity today the cost of ingre 
dients has increased sharply. Here are some specific 
examples of recent increases in dur costs: 


Supplies and materials . . $250,000 per year 
Labor costs , . » » + ~ 600,000 per year 
Anticipated taxes . . . . 125,000 per year 
Street repaving obligations . 150,000 per year 


Labor costs amount to 6 cents of every 10 cent fare 
collected. Other miscellaneous costs have risen so 
sharply that the net loss of our company last year 
totalled $355,000. Operating loss for the first quarter 
of this year reached $66,000.
